COTTON MILI. 


At the Shanghui Mixed Court, on 29th April, 
an unemployed native was charged with being 
concerned with others in creating a dixturbance 
and‘ assaulting o Polico-sergeant while in the 
execution of his duty, ot tho Chih-shing Cotton 
Mill, thereby endangering the poace and order 
of the Settlement. Auother uncmploved native 
was charged with assaulting an Indian Police 
Constable under similar circumstances at tho 
some date sad pluce. From the ovidenco, it 
appeared that ut the cotton mill thore was an 
overseer who, the native employees alleged, was 
continually squeezing avd frequently assaulting 
them. ‘Che: men refur-d to continue work 
un oss thix overseer were ut once dismissed. 
‘Tho managor refused to dismiss the overseer, 
and in consequence som 4,600 employees 
assembled ot the mill on the 29th of April, 
refused to continue their work, and demanded 
payment of their wages up to date, . A riot 
onened, in the course «i which the mob did 
somo ‘!1s, 1,500 worth of damage to the 
windows, . machinery, ete, .at the mill. 
There was a large mob ontside the mill saute. 
While facing the pute and'trying to keep the 
mob in order, the Indinn_was struck on the back 
of the head with a stone. He turned round 
quickly and sow the man who hud thrown the 
stone—one of tho prisoners—runoing away" 
He gave chase and caught him and took him to 
the compradore's room at the mil'.. Thero the 
prisoner took out a knifo and reloused himself 
by cuttin, vif his queue, but was arvestud hy 
another constable. He threw the knifo o 
into the widst of the crowd. Whan ths Pk 
sergeaut urrived on the sceno, the mob was 
alrendy inside the yard and the damage had 
bean done to the ‘windows and_ machinery. 
While the sergeant was in the mill yard, the 
second prisouer picked up a stone aud threw it 
at the sergeant, hitting the lutter on the side 
of the bead, his helmet ulone euving him from 
serious injury. ‘The prisoners were sentonced 
to 200 blows and ove month's cangue each.
